If he wou’d luffer himfelf to be prevail’d upon to review, 
corrett and {upplement that Performance, | know no 
Gentleman in Great Britain more fit tor chat Province than 
himfelf. As tothe Lexicons tor the Hebrew, tho’ a Be- 
ginner fhou’d have both Buxtorf and Robert/on at his El- 
bow, yet the Dithculty of finding the Roots is fo great 
and fo tedious, that he frequently throws by the ‘lools, 
witha final Averfion to that Study, nor can any Importu- 
nity perfwade himto refume it. In fhort, I think nothing 
wou’d more contribute to render the Hebrew ealy and 
pleafurable than a Lexicon for it in the fame Method 
with Robertfon’s Greek Lexicon, and Hik’s upon Schrivelius, 

A Work of this Nature wou’d fhew the Radix immedi-
